The issue consists of bonds bearing 
interest for ten years from Aug. 15, 1900 
to Aug. 15, 1910 at 4 per cent per an­ 
num, aud after that date at 3 k, per e0ut 
per annum, the Sweedish National debt 
office binding itself not to redeem the 
loan before Aug. 15, 1920, on and after 
which date the luau may be redeemed at 
par, subject to three mouths notice. 
President Delafield of the National 
Park bank said yesterday that the per 
tiou of the luau to which that bank has 
undertaken to receive subscriptions in 
this oountrj would not be offered to the 
public, but to private 
bankers and 
brokers who would in turn interest their 
own clients in the matter.
